Frooi the days of 
Jacques Oartier down to' the present 
there had boon dreams of a North Ameri- 
can nationality, but it romiiincd for Bri- 
tish Columbia, tho youngOHt provinoo of 

I-., the Dominion, to give pali^able form and 
Bhajje, aubstantiality, tangibility and ex- 

°',istenoo to tho railroad in tho conditiouu 
negotiated between the Gtovernment of 
that Province. He was glad to stand up 
godfather for what old Canada dared not 
or would not do. Wo of British Colum- 
bia put tho railroad as ono of tho condi- 
tions of Unipn, and wo found tho Gov- 
ernment equal to tho occasion. Probably 

> public opinion was not as advanced as we 
were on this point; bat he had lived to 
see public oxiinion educated up, not 
only to regarding this railroad as a foro- 
gono couolnsion, but to oonoorning itself 
simply witli matters of detail in connec- 
tion tharewith. Objection was made sim- 
ply as to details, nobody saying wo 
should not have this road. He wanted 
now to deal with a statoment and as- 
sumption incessantly indulged in. Wo of 
British Columbia luulod back tbo notion 
that this railroad was to be built for us, 
When the Dominion in its infantile stage 
began to long for extension, so ns to have 
territorial and other advantugos to enable 
it"to comply with tho neighboring nation, 
it naturally sought this extension beyond 
the borders of British Columbia. Barkis 
was willing, wo did not object; wo were 
only too [anxious. Before thut, liowover, 
Canada had pledged hor.self to construct a 
railway to the Kocky Mountains, ,so tliut 
this great portion of tbo lino wiis not to 
be built for British Columbia. Wo did not 
. offer ont fisheries, minerals and territorial 
and other rights for the sake of a railroad; 
bnt said if we were to become piirtof this 
nation, it should coni[)lete the nudcrluk- 
ing and connect both oceans by theeiton- 
Bi«n of this railroad to tlio Pacific slope. 
He oommontod upon tho advantages this 
road would yield to Canada in the trans- 
portation of merobandise andimmigranti. 
Now-a-days almost every inch of the At- 
lantic was covered with stoamor.s employ- 
ed in doceutraliaing or relii'viiig the c<in- 
gested Europeans centres df jiopulatidn. 
The United States had Ix-cu tho great do- 
positing depot. Wo had allowed tliesc 
currents of humanity to be diverted to 
tho Bonth, and should noyt endeavor to 
attract thepi hither. (Hear, hear.) To- 
day the wall of China was removed by tho 
enterprise and enlightenment of the Gov- 
ernment, and wo woro able to otror a short 

■ northern channel for tho traflic between 
that country and tho old world. .\s to tho 

. ability of the Dominion to cope with tliis 
. project, it would ho^e to contribute 
thirty million dollars to the work which 
the Govrenniont said was possiblo with- 
out ftddin/j (jne dollar tu tlie taxation. 
To this feat tliey stood pledged. The 
laborers and in.imigrants nccess.iry t(i 
construct tho road \vould pay taxes tlieni- 
selves on nil they consumed, thus helping 
, (to;4veU; the revenue of the Dominion. 
Tlie Kiionce Minister asked foi no fresii 
imposts. Well, then, if tliis railroad lias 
an evil, it carried with it its own cure, the 
power of its own construction. With ri>- 
spect to tho resolutions of his hon. friend 

■ (Hon. Mr. Maephoraoii) they eonntitutod 

■ an attack upon tho Government of the 
most unjust description. Tho Government 
had already almost completed tho Inter- 
colonial, ono of tho beat railroads in the 
world. Tho course of the hon. gentle- 
men opposite on this and other questions, 
notwithstanding, liad been a constant sy.'^- 
tom of grumbling and nagging, and mak- 
ing all sorts of trouble about tho railroad. 
[A laugh.] Yet his worthy friend [Hon. 
Mr. MacphersonJ one of the Canadian 
peers, and worthy toboaiieer, | laugiiter j 
canio and asked the (.rovorninent to abio- 
gatc a Holenin comp.'ict, and put this road 
under construction by the i'ui)lic Works 
Department. Ho defended the conduct 
of the Government in constructing thi.s 
company out of tho fragments of tho pro- 

■ vious companies, arguing no ono com- 
pany could have construetod the road, or 
at least as well as both coinbiiind, and that 

' there was enough work for the talcjits 
and enorgics of all tlio i)artie.s. It was 
ridiculous for hon. goutlomou opposite 
now to ask tho Government to coustruct 
a work which, twelve months ago, they 
insisted the Government should not un- 
dertake. (Hoar, hear.) The Government 
had simply taken advantage of all tin- 
powers conferred upon them liy the Act 
of last year, and his hon. fri'Mid (Mr. 
Christie) now usked for all the iiotty de- 
tails, and sought to make a capital crime 
of the mode of placing the deposits. 
Nothing conld bo more absurd. [Laugh- 
tor.] He held tliis was essentially a mo- 
tion of non-coufidenc(!, this demmul for 
details of all nuxtters cuniu:ctod with the 
levy and its promotion, betiause Agamem- 
non and Aihelles have disagreed and re- 
xaained unroooucilod. [ Laughter. J

Jt carao from the 
south west and ]iassi'd out of the countjy 
II little uiist of Yiilton. Tho Tornado was 
about half a mile in widtii and tore into 
fragments everything thot cams in its 
course. Houses, barns, cattle, fences, 
trees and human beings were caught up 
and whirled through tho air like moro 
toys and dashed to tho ground with such 
violence as to produce instant death. 

Louses and barns woro torn into frag- 
inonta and soatterod for milos around. 
The Holds aro dotted with largo timbLM S 
Iriveii into the grornd at an aiiglo of 90 
dc-greos. Cattle were actually driven 
hciiil foremost into the, ground..^ One can 
sc.nTcely conce've tho amount of devasta- 
tion and violence ot tho tornado, A school 
honsn near hero was destroyed and a 
daughter of Henry llothucl. I t years of 
age, wiiH cai-ried about a quarter of a mile 
from the school house, clashed to tho 
ground aii<l crushed to a jelly. Miss 
Smith, teiichor, and tiiree scholars were 
hin t very badly. Mary Waters was kill- 
ed, and ^liss liordon and ii son of Alex. 
Gibson lie iit the point of death from in- 
juries. 'I'ho tornado ^,■as balloon shaped, 
with the small. end ,to the ground, and 
movhig at'the"fdte'of''^20 miles an hour. 
It commenced its career near Kooka, 
where it demolished several residoiicos. 
Many person,'? lives were saved by hastily 
getting into cellars. From an oyo wit- 
ness' description it is almost a miracle 
that nnylhing in its traekcscapod alive. 
Iln .snys ho could see largo pieces of tim- 
ber hurled as though shot from a cannon. 
'I'iie hail fell 9 inchcH in diameter. Some 
were brought to this city a few Lours 
after thoy had been jiickod uj); they were 
still as hirgo as lien's- opgs. Tho roaring 
of tho tornado was fearful and could 
eaiily bo heard ten miles off. A telegram 
from" lCi>ok;i lust evening says three per- 
sona wore killed one mile from this place 
and a child was torn to pieces. Our re- 
1 lorts are only from a few i)oints on tho 
linn of the hurricane and we cannot osti- 
niate tho aniount of damage. !Many 
more lives than those reportiid aro pro- 
bablv lost, and no ostimute can be made 
of tho stock killed.

Church this afternoon. 

Ni!w YouK, May 23. — There were some 
heavy purchases of gold to-day for rise iu 
premium, several of tho leading brokers 
having taken in 88,000,000 in tho aggre- 
gate. It is said, another gold combina- 
tion is forming. 

Nkw York, May 23. — A writ of Habeas 
Corj)us was granted in fav(tf of G. Mc- 
Donnell, tho alleged Bank of England 
forger, rctnriiablo next Friday. 

A Washington special says tlio Presi- 
dent to-day stated that Col. McKonzio's 
raid against the Indians into ;\Ii?\ican 
ten itory was made pursuance to orders 
aud that our Government has determined 
to stop the outrage on the Texas frontier 
at all linzards. Another special says the 
War Dejiartment has information that 
Fort Abraham Ijincoln was attacked by 
100 Sioux Indians, May 7th, tlie troops 
losing 3 horses, but no men. One Sioux 
wa.-s killed. The cavalry has been order- 
etl there.

President Thiers mounted tho 
tribune to speak. Instantly a storm of 
objections and protests came from tho 
right, and right-centre which was met 
with counter cries from tho other side. \ 
se(Ui<; of oxcitoment and confusion tnat 
balUes description onsiioil. The Presi 
dent in vain endeitvoureii to make him 
Rolf hoard, but his voice wns drowned n 
tlie uproar. Thiers descended from tho 
'Tribune and consulted the Minister of 
Juslice. Dufaure, then took his place 
tho Tribune, and securing silence said he 
iind been instructed to formally notify 
tho As'.embly iu accordance with tho law 
adopted at the last sossioii that tlio l^roai' 
dent desired to address tlio House in par 
son and requested an ndjournmont until 
to-morrow morning, when ho would pro 
coed to deliver his speech. The Chamber 
then adjourned.
